The long expected avalt-iiche of cut-prices is upon us. 


Many retailers held off their price-slashing 
until after the 


holiday trade had been satisfied, and they are not ot be greatly 
blamed for that, tor it requires, a sturdy will to sell high priced 
goods at figures below the cost of purchase. 
Now merchants 


are at the place where they must clear their s.helves if they are 
to go into th emarkets for Spring goods and the result is that 
high grade articles are being offered at prices in many cases 
lower by one-half than those of a year ago. 


The private consumer has been playing a waiting game 


for more than MX months/ at least, and some of 
them for a 


longer period. 
But any game may be overplayed. In some 


instances prices may fall to figures below those^of present clay 
offerings, but the slow decrease that may corne about over 
a 


pftriod of months or years is not worth the waiting for. 


The time to buy is now, not only because 
prices have 


come down, but in order thai the merchant may be able to go to 
market to replenish hi.s stocks at the new prices, which in turn 
will start the mills to going and which, finally, will restore the 
country to a period of real prosperity such as it has not en- 
joyed for many years.

should, if possible, be stored in a dry place, away from con- 
tact with the round. In any case, the bright parts should al- 
ways be coatecl with grease to prevent rust. 
Once the mold 


board and share have become pitted \\ith ru£,t, an efficient -job 
of plowing can not be clone until the corroded parts again 
have acquired a polish by use. 


The United States Department of Agriculture of course, 


does not stop with the plow in its admonition in this regard. 
Harrows, also relatively simple but tremendously important 
implements/are, next to plows, most 
generally 
neglected. 


Many farmers who would not neglect an expensive harvesting 
machine, say the experts, arc careless as to harrows and other 
implements of this type. 
But these, also, represent capital 


invested, and a larger return is possible if they are properly 
cared for at the end of the season.'

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Get the mower under shelter, if possible. In any case, clean 
the knife bar, wipe it with a greasy rag, and store in a dry 
place. Place a block ot wood or other support under the mid- 
point of the tongue, so that it will not acquire a permanent 
Mg. If the mower is stored with the cutter bar in a vertical 
portion, place a block of wood under the shoe to take the 
weight off the frame. 
All accumulations of vegetable matter 


Mfld dirt should be remcned and all bearings and other bright 
purta of the machine oiled or greased. 
Much the same rules 


apply to reapers and binders. 


The time to care for each implemnt is when its work is 


finished. 
Pressure of other work, however, frequently makes 


this inconvenient, but nothing should be allowed to interfere 
With getting all machinery greased, and, if possible, under cover 
before the begimng of winter. Then, as early ni the winter 
an you can find time for it. go over every piece and see what 
repairs are needed. If new parts have to be ordered, order 
them at once.
